‘deavour to Ond agreement, If we 
have so far faited It is not our fault. 
: “We have made repented attempts 
to persunde others to join in a con- 
structlve approach on the busts .of 
mutual efforts to strengthen the 
foundations of peace, If every ut- 
fempt we make to Improve relations 
is vonstrued as wenleness, and mude 
the ground for a new and bitter at- 
fack, It is hardly to be wondered: at 
that many people hive formed the 
conclusion that the only argument 
that those who use force understand 
is that others should be no less ready 
to use force in self-defence. C 

“It was foreseen that many pere 
sistent © and ingenious attempts 
would be made to weaken the re- 
solution of the British seople, but 
that technique was bound to fail be- 
cause the people .had reached the 
point where three essential elements 
of consistent foreign policy are pre- 
sent. Firatly, the country fs untted 
to a greater extent than at any time 
in recent years; secondly, the coun- 
try js quite clear what Is the great 
end towards which Its policy ought 
to be directed; thirdly, it knows it 
Is strong and getting stronger, 

“Above ntl, Iam convinced that 
the British people, by being: true to 
their own spirit of tberty, will be 
serving the cause of Uberty through- 
out the world.” 


Churchill's Support 

Viscount Halifax was preceded by 
Mr, Winston Churchill, who declared 
that) nobody knew when another 
blow would be struck against law, 
peace and freedom, but further acts 
of unprovoked aggression would be 
resisted with the united * strength 
of Britain and the Empire, with, he 
believed, at least three-quarters of 
the population: of the globe in 
alliance or companionship, 

Paying a tribute to Viscount Hali- 
fax, in whose honour the dinner wus 
held, Mr, Churchill stated: "We all, 
{rom various standpoints, accepted 
the policy which you and Mr. 
Chamberlain have now proclaimed. 
If differences remain they will only 
be upon emphasis and method, upon 
timing and degree.” 

The Increase In Britain's strength 
‘and preparedness was a real ald to 
Viscount Halifax and n potent factor 
in world peace. On the other hand, 
the foreign situation had deteriorated 
and Europe had been seriously alter- 
ed to Britain's disadvantage, 

“Others have been preparing -too. 
Therefore, I cannot feel confident 
that the policy which 1 advocated 
last year will still be effective 'n 
preventing war, but I sincerely 
believe that it gives us a chance of 
preventing war, and if war comes, 
it offers us the best chance of 
victory.” ' 

One other reservation he had made 
was that this was no time for half 
mensures or halfhearted measures. 
Mr. Churchill here referred to the 
Soviet pact “without which no effec- 
tive stability can be created. or long 
maintained’ in’ Eastern Europe."— 
Reuter.

Since the 
fall of Canton, Swatow has un- 
doubtedly ‘become the’ biggest 
entrepot for overseas’ trade in 
China. Even last year imports 
from foreign countries totalled 
16,052,317 gold units, whilat ex- 
ports to forcign countries totalled 
37,553,202 gold units. Of the 
imports 23.68 per cent. wero from 
the British Empire, 18.48 per cent. 
from the United States, 47.03 per 
cent. from the Netherlands and 5.5 
per cent. from Germany. Of tho 
exports 99.97 per cent. were to the 
British Empire, the bulk of this 
being with or through Hongkong. 
OfMicial statistics show that 
direct exports to Hongkong rose 
from $4,954,000 in 1936 to $9,403,- 
157 lnat year, while imports from 
Hongkong incrensed from $407,834 
in 1936 to $873,294 last year,

Yesterday the National dollar 
slumped again, and though banks 
throughout China were closed owing 
to the Dragon Bout Festival, in 
Hongkong Chinese currency was 
quoted at 246 per 100 Hongkong 
dollars, and at the close of the day 
was still fulling with no buyers and 
many scllers, 3 

‘A’ moratorium will be declared by 
Chinese banks, according to in- 
formation gathered — locally, though 
this could not be officially confirmed 
last night. . : 

The sudden slump in the National 
currency yesterday led naturally to 
the wildest rumours, and usually 
wi Informed banking circles ¢x- 

d the belief that the Chinese 
nks will not re-open this morning 

d will, instead, declare a morator- 
um until Monday next to allow 
steadying-influences.to-take. effect nd 
their own position to be consolidated. 

Chinese banking . circles in the 
Colony canvassed yesterday, though 
unwilling to confirm «- that the 
moratorium would be declared to- 
day, stated that if this was so the 
necessity would have been created 
by the heavy withdrawals from ac- 
counts in National dollars which have 
been In evidence for several days 
Past and Which have meant con- 
siderable danger for the Chinese 
currency, 

A contributory factor to the sudden 
loss of confidence in the National 
dollar by Chinese depositors, they 
snid, was the British Government's 
failure to take a firm stand against 
the Japanese in Tientsin. 

This fallure to act in retallation 
to the Japanese blockade, they feel, 


endangers the fifty million dollars 


worth of ailver which is still kept in 
British banks in Tientsin and Peiping 
on behalf of Chinese Government 
banks, 

The opinion was also widely held

Recently, it was the only sea-port 
left to the Chiang Kaleshek regime 
for import of material from abroad. 
With the four provinces of Fulien, 
Kiangsi, Hunan and Kwangtung in 
its hinterland, it did during the three 
months following the falt of Canton 
Yuan 16,508,000 of foreign trade. 


As tho most important open port 
under the control of the Chiang Kai- 
shek regime, Swatow uccounted for 
38 per cent. of its total exports and 
imports...

ii IS undeniable that the loss of 
Swatow must be a serious blow 
to China, whose only, direct sea- 
port henceforth avill “be Pakhoi, 
itself threatened with invasion, 
No less exasperating from the 
Chinese point of view is, the ease 
with which the treaty port—the 
third oldest treaty port in China 
and the twenty-firat to fall into 
Japanese hands—was lost, for 
neither forciyn, nor Japanese 
uecounts mention serious fighting 
in defence of the city. 

Officin! statiaties of trade move- 
ments since lust year are difficult 
to obtain, but the Japanese claim 
that thirty-eight per cent. of 
China's total imports passed 
through Swatow after the fall of 
Ginton is not believed to ‘be an 
exuggeration, 

The Report of ‘the Inspector 
shows that even: in that year, 
when Canton was for nine months 
in Chinese hands, the Maritime 
Customs revenue from Swatow 
was second only to the revenue 
from Shanghai.’ Foreign shipping 
to the total of 1,118,620 tons 
entered and 1,105,688 tons cleared 
the port, only Shanghai and Che- 
foo showing a yreater percentage. 

The effect of the Japanese 
capture of Swatow on Britis 
commerce is disastrous, Since the 
fall of Canton, Swatow has un- 
doubtedly ‘become the biggest 
entrepot for overseas trade in 
China, Even last year imports 
from foreign countries . totalled 
16,052,317 gold units, whilst ex- 
ports to foreign countries totalled 


37,663,202 gold units, Of the 
imports 23.68por cent. were from 
the British Empire, 18.48 per cent. 


|| from the United States, 47.93 per 


cent. from the Netherlands and 5.5 
per cent. from Germany. Of tho 
exports 99.97 per cent. were to tho 
British Empire, the bulk, of this 
-being-with-or-through-Hongkong.— 

Olficial statistics show that 
direct exports to Hongkong rose 


from $4,954,000 in 1936 to $9,403,-[:

would be at least a few months of 
tranquility, but that had not proved 
to be the case. At no time when nu 
calmer patch might have given time 
for wise counsels to prevail, there 
had cropped up: an incident that add- 
ed to their anxieties and complica~ 
tions with which they were beset.’ 

After reference to the recent policy 
of uniting themselves with others 
who desire to maintain law, a3 op- 
posed to Inwiessness In Europe, Vis- 
count Halifax dealt with the Anglo- 
Soviet negotiations. 

“We belleve,” he said, “the Sovict 
Government have interests and ob- 
jectives as ourselves. A search for 
the right formuln presents dificul- 
ties, but I. am confident that we shall 
succeed in renching on agreement. 
We have gone further than many 
would have thought right In an en- 
deavour to find agreement, If we 
have so far failed it is not our fauit. 

“We hnve made repeated attempts 
to persuade others to join in a con- 
structive approach on the basis of 
mutual _efforts_ to _ strength: 
foundations of peace. If ev 
tempt we make to improve relations 
Ia construed as wealcness, and made 
the ground for a new and bitter at- 
tack, it is hardly to be wondered’ at 
that many people have formed the 
conclusion that the only argument 
that those who use force understand 
is that others should be no less ready 
to use force In self-defence, 

“It was foreseen that many per- 
sistent and ffgenious | attempts 
would be made to weaken tho re- 
solution of the British people, but 
that technique was bound to fail be- 
cause the people had reached the 
point where three essential elements 
of consistent forelgn policy are pre- 
sent. Firstly, the country 13 united 
to a greater extent thon at any time 
in recent years; secondly, the coun- 
try is quite clear what Is: the great 
end towards which its policy ought 
to be directed; thirdly, it knows It 
is strong and getting stronger, 

“Above all, I am convinced that 
the British pcople, by being truce to 
thelr own spirit of Hberty, will be 
serving the cause of Uberty through- 
out the world.” 

Churchill's Support 

Viscount Halifax was preceded by 
Mr, Winston Churchill, who declared 
that nobody’ knew when. another 
blow would be struck aguinst law,

believed, at least three-quarters of 
the population of the globe in 
allionce or companionship, ° 

Paying a tribute to Viscount Hall~ 
fax, in whose honour the dinner was 
held, Mr. Churchill.stated: “We all 
from various standpoints, accepted 
the pollcy which you and Mr, 
Chamberlain have now proclalmed.

“So it ‘is with the 
question of racc, “We must ask not 
merely what the human race is now, 
but what we may rensonably expect 
it to be In the future, 

“At the present time the human 
race is divided into many sub-races— 
white; yeHew and black and varia- 
tons of these. While these sub- 
faces are at many different stages of 


civilisation, nothing..is.more. certain}. - 


than that these differences will 
gradually disappear.” — 

Christianity, said the speaker, stood 
for the entire abolition of all 
arbitrary distinctions of raco and 
clnss. If the world was to make 
progress and avoid future conflicts, 
it must hasten to. this end.

“He makes no attempt to conccal 
the evils that deform’ the face of: 
India, but he has a ‘true apprectation 
of the work that Gandhi, Jawaharlal 
Nehru and others are doing to put 
things right.” 

In conclusion, the speaker went on 
to deal with the attitude “of our so- 
called clvillsed world to. the Jews.” 

“They hate the Jews .but find

sclence ond . medicine, philosophy 
and psychology, trade ond literature.”
